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THE PARTY ASSEMBLY 


if< 


VOTERS should fujly recognize the na- 


ture of the party "assemblies" provided for 
l?y the Colorado primary eleciion law 
passed in 1910. A political party, as de- 
fined by the law, is a political organization 
whose "candidate for Governor received 
ten per -eelvt xiLthe total vote cast at sucri 
last preceding general election in1 this 
State." 
An assembly of a political party 


is "an organized assemblage of voters or 
delegates representing such political party, 
organizes in accordance with trie rules and 
regulations of such,political part}'." 


Within the meaning of the act there are 


but two political parties in Colorado which 
•will hold "assemblies" and which are re- 
' quired to nominate their officers at the 
primary election under the general elec- 
tion laws of the State. 
The Republican 


State assembly will be held in Denver on 
July 31, and the Democratic State assern-^ 
bly will be held in Pueblo on August (6.' 
The direct primary will be held throughout 
4he State on Tuesday. September 10. 


This year the "regularly elected and con- 


stituted party central committees of the 
respective parties . . *-shall be considered 
the legal committees of the respective 
parties/' so that delegates to the county 
convention, and to the State convention 
(the 
assembly) will be chosen in the usual
